Wa shington, the fa ther of our county, who 
ga ve us the a dvice to keep ourselves free from 
foreign enta nglements. Tha t a lso mea ns British- 
America n tieups. 
Our dea r America n boys died in 1918, not 
to ma ke the world sa fe for democra cy, but for 
the a ggra ndizement of Engla nd. Our boys will 
be sla in a ga in on foreign ba ttlefields, if we 
keep on inclining our ea rs to British wooing. 
Our boys were only good enough to die for 
Engla nd, for a fter the World Wa r they surely 
(iid minimize wha t our boys did over there. 
This British love certa inly did not show up 
very bright a s soon a s the World Wa r No. 1 
wa s over. The British refused to pa y even their 
debts to us. Wha t the British showed us in 
1775, in 1812, a nd during the Civil Wa r, didn’t 
exa ctly ta ste like love. Strictly spea king, no 
other na tion interferred so much in our a ffa irs 
a s did the English. 
Wha t would the Chinese ha ve thought of 
us, of we ha d been in too close friendship with 
Grea t Brita in in 1840-1842, when the British, 
in the opium wa r, compelled the Chinese gov­ 
ernment to a ccept the opium which the English 
ra ised in India . And to this da y Engla nd sells 
her opium from India ’s poppy fields to China . 
Millions of Chinese ha ve a nd a re perishing in 
body a nd soul in consequence of this tra de. 
(See opium wa r in the encyclopedia ). 
Wha t a blessed thing it wa s tha t our coun­ 
try wa s not hitched up with Engla nd in 1901, 
when Engla nd fought, not for the sma ll na tions, 
but a ga inst the Free Republic of the Boers in 
South Africa . They drov^e the president of this 
free little republic, old Oa m Kruger, out of his 
country in order to help themselves to the 
dia monds of Kimberly. 
In 1775 a nd in 1812 our British friends tried 
to stra ngle our young republic, but we didn t 
see eye to eye with them then. 
A good thing it wa s tha t in the first pa rt 
of the 19th century our friendship for Engla nd 
did not prevent us from giving a refuge to the 
Irish, sta rved out a nd driven out of their own 
country by the English lords a nd ba rons. 
English lecturers a re tra veling a ga in through 
our country. We still ha ve enough of the Eng­ 
lish propa ga nda let loose upon our country in 
1914-1918. As America n citizens a nd fa rmers 
we hope tha t the newspa pers will refuse to 
lend their pa ges a ga in to foreign propa ga nda . 
Let us sta y free America n citizens, a nd not 
desire to become “ British subjects” a ga in.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Those who sit down with 
Fra nklin Roosevelt cn Sunda y a fternoons or a t 
other times when he is rea lly in a rela xing 
mood ha ve seen a distinct cha nge m him re­ 
cently rega rding a third term. 
Around Christma s time, a nd even through 
most of J a nua ry it wa s their distinct impres­ 
sion tha t the President wa s a nxious, even de­ 
termined to retire from the White House when 
his term expires m J a nua ry, 1941. 
To one of his ca binet members, Roosevelt 
in effect rema rked: 
“ This job is getting to be just the sa me 
thing over a nd over a ga in. I send up a mes­ 
sa ge to Congress. I prepa re a 
new budget. 
J ust the sa me old routine. I ’m bored a nd I 
wa nt to get out.” 
To a nother close friend who is ma yor of a n 
importa nt city, the President sa id: 
“ I feel like a ba seba ll pitcher who’s been 
in the box for eight innings. I’m tired a nd I 
need a rest.” 
• 
To severa l other friends a nd visitors, Roose­ 
velt spoke a t some length a bout the need of 
building up new lea ders within 
the Demo­ 
cra tic Pa rty. With severa l he definitely dis­ 
cussed the a dvisa bility of nomina ting Cordell 
Hull. To one friend who urged the President 
%o run a ga in, he rema rked: “ There a re plenty 
of men in the country who ca n ta ke my pla ce.” 
Roosevelt Cha nges 
All this, however, wa s prior to a bout the 
middle of J a nua ry or the first of Februa ry^. 
Since then there ha s been a cha nge. 
The cha nge is a little ha rd to put your finger 
on. Actua lly, the President isn't sa ying a word 
to the effect tha t he is a ca ndida te, even to his 
close a dvisers. But, on the other ha nd, he is 
no longer sa ying tha t he is tired a nd wa nts to 
get out.

He 
put his ha nd a brupily into the Louisia na situa ­ 
tion, wa s delighted with the opportunity to line 
up delega tes in Nex^

Ina bility to spea k well often re­ 
sults from ina bility to hea r well. 
In the pa st, children who could 
not hea r were usua lly pla ced in 
specia l schools, where they lea rn­ 
ed to ta lk with their ha nds. 
Speech defects a re more com­ 
mon tha n hea ring defects. Almost 
ev eryone ha s a n occa siona l diffi­ 
culty with speech. The repetition 


of different sentences like “ Peter 
Piper picked a peck of pickled 
peppers ’ or “ Sister Sue in sew’ing 
shirts for soldiers” indica tes the 
v a rying degree of efficiency with 
which most of us a re a ble to think 
a nd spea k a t the sa me time. 
The person who is ha rd of hea r­ 
ing usua lly ha s trouble in spea k­ 
ing, beca use he does 
not 
know 
whether or not he 
is 
spea king 
loudly or softly, distinctly or in­ 
distinctly. Some people ha v e trou­ 
ble with speech beca use they a re 
not physica lly equipped to spea k 
well. Those who a re born with a 
split lip, a ha relip, or the wrong 
kind of teeth ma y ha v e trouble in 
spea king. 
Children who ha v e sev ere colds 


a nd infected ea rs during child­ 
hood frequently lose enough of 
their hea ring to interfere with the 
proper 
dev elopment 
of 
speech. 
Persistent infection of the sinuses 
a lso crea tes difficulties, a nd there 
a re insta nces in w^hich swelling in 
the nose a nd throa t ma kes chil­ 
dren ta lk a s if they were ta lking! 
through their noses.

Some children a re a ble to hea r! 
certa in sounds, but not others. If 
they do not hea r sounds of low 
pitch, they ma y be a ble to spea k, 
but not to imiita te sounds which 
they do not hea r.

Fortuna tely, modern techniques’ 
inv olv e tea ching of v oice pla ce­ 
ment so tha t persons who former­ 
ly w’ere una ble to hold a udiences 
beca use of the high pitch or shrill 
cha ra cter of their v oices, lea rn to 
spea k with a low pitch a nd a soft­ 
er v oice.
